WILMINGTON — At a rela- 
tively subdued meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen quickly 
opened and then voted to close 
a Public Hearing on the ac- 
ceptance of Mink Run Road 
and a. portion of Pomfret 
Road. 

The two streets are currently 
considered unaccepted ways, 
though they meet all require- 
ments for acceptance follow- 
ing. an inspection by the Town 
Mahager. The ways have now 
been approved by the Plan- 
ning Board, but are still sub- 
ject to Town Meeting appro- 
val. 

Following a lack of com- 
ments from members of the 
public present, the four cur- 
rent members of the board 
unanimously voted to initiate 
the’street acceptance process.

Later in town, other local 
roadway issues were also dis- 
cussed. 

In the Board to Consider por- 
tion of the meeting, Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull noted 
the “number of” accidents that 
have taken place on Shaw- 
sheen Avenue between the 
Shawsheen School and the 
Billerica town line. 

In order to remedy the situa- 
tion, the police department 
has suggested the placement 
of stop signs at Harold Ave- 
nue, Melody Avenue, Grace 
Drive, and Reed Street. The 
department also suggested 
that speed limits be adjusted 
to avoid what was described 
as contradiction between the 
35 MPH zone and the 20 MPH 
zone approaching the school. 

“There’s a bit of an overlap,” 
said Hull. 

Additionally, and official 
school zone speed limit was 
never officially adopted along 
the street. 

The board unanimously vo- 
ted to approve the stop signs 
and the school zone imple- 
mentation. The speed limit 
adjustment received unani- 
mous approval from the 
board, although that measure 
must now be brought to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation for finalizing.

When police 
approached Schwarztrauber 
they also allegedly detected a 
strong odor of alcohol. 

While police were speaking 
to the defendant they received 
notification from Cambridge 
Police concerning statements 
allegedly made by the defen- 
dant indicating that he was 
going to use a firearm and 
ammunition to allegedly con- 
duct a shooting spree. 

Due to his level of intoxica- 
tion the defendant was placed 
into protective custody while 
officers continued to investi- 
gate the incident. 

While officers were taking the 
defendant into custody they 
learned from an employee of 
the gun. show. «that: ‘Schwarz- 
trauber had allegedly pur- 
chased ammunition at the gun 
show without a Firearms Iden- 
tification (FID) Card. Police 
subsequently located three 50 
round boxes of PPU Handgun 
Line 9mm Luger ammunition 
in the defendant’s vehicle.

notified Wilmington Police. 
Cambridge Police subsequent- 
ly obtained a search warrant 
for the defendant’s Cambridge 
residence on March 3, 2019 
where they allegedly located a 
box of Hornady Valkyrie 224 
rifle ammunition. No firearms 
were located. 

Cambridge Police charged 
Schwarztrauber with posses- 
sion of ammunition without a 
license. He was arraigned on 
that charge last week in Cam- 
bridge District Court. Judge 
Roanne Sragow ordered him 
held on $25,000 cash bail and to 
be released only to a GPS mo- 
nitoring device. The defendant 
was also ordered to remain in 
Massachusetts, to consume no 
alcohol and to comply with al- 
cohol monitoring, to consume 


‘no drugs without a prescrip- 


tion, to not possess any wea- 
pons or ammunition, to not at- 
tend any gun shows or gun 
stores where firearms are 
sold, to stay away from, and 
have no contact with, the wit- 
ness and to abide by a re- 
straining order. 

The Assistant District Attor- 
ney assigned to that arraign- 
ment was Sam Zaganjori. The 
defendant’s next scheduled 
hearing is April 2, 2019 in 
Cambridge District Court. 

Police located the vendor, 
identified as Stephen Fowler, 
69, of Guilford, Connecticut, 
on March 2 and charged him 
after an investigation into the 
sale of the ammunition on 
March 3. Fowler was charged 
with selling ammunition with- 
out complying with the re- 
quirements relating to. Fire- 
arms Identifications Cards. 

Fowler was arraigned in Wo- 
burn District Court on March 
5. Judge William Martin re- 
leased the defendant on $500 
cash bail and ordered not to 
sell firearms or ammunition 
in Massachusetts. His next 
date is May 22, 2019 in Woburn 
District Court. The assistant 
district attorney assigned to 
Fowler’s arraignment was An- 
drea Kelly. 

The circumstances into this 
incident remain under investi- 
gation. Schwarztrauber is ex- 
pected to be arraigned in Wo- 
burn District Court on the 
charges out of Wilmington at 
a later date.

Raw cotton was shipped to 
Lowell on canal boats, and fin- 
ished cotton was shipped to 
Boston. But the canal would 
freeze in the winter, limiting the 
transport of goods. Road trans- 
port was very difficult, often 
disrupted by snow or mud. 

The concept of railroads 
came from England. The first 
railroad in the U.S. was built 
to move granite in Quincy in 
1826, powered by horses. The 
same year, a line was built in 
Pennsylvania for hauling coal. 

Lowell manufacturers sought 
to build a rail line in the late 
1820s, but the Massachusetts 
legislature was slow to approve 
the idea. The railroad received 
a charter on June 5, 1830 giving 
it exclusive rights to provide 
rail service between Boston 
and Lowell. 

The line was built on a care- 
fully laid out 26 mile route 
through Charlestown, Cam- 
bridge, Medford, Winchester, 
Woburn, Wilmington, Tewks- 
bury, Billerica to Lowell. No 
grade was greater than 10 feet 
per mile. Bridges were con- 
structed to carry wagon traffic 
over the railroad. 

The cost of construction was 
$1,600,000. 

The railroad was built on a 
bed of granite at least four feet 


deep. In swamps such as in 
Wilmington, the stone base was 
much deeper. The ties were 
granite blocks, which turned 
out to give a very rough ride. 
They were eventually replaced 
with wooden ties. 

Some of the work on the 
Boston & Lowell line was done 
by Asa Sheldon of Wilmington. 
He built the section north of 
the Wilmington depot through 
the Eldad Carter farm. James 
F. Baldwin, who engineered 
the project, told him it was the 
best piece of road between 
Boston and Lowell. The train 
engineer said that if he were 
blindfolded, he could tell when 
he struck that piece of way. 

Sheldon wrote about it in a 
book he called Wilmington 
Farmer. He was more like a 
contractor than a farmer. The 
book has been republished 
under the title Yankee Drover. 

The first train on the Boston 
& Lowell ran on June 24, 1835, 
making the trip in one hour, 15 
minutes. ‘The fare was $1 for 
the trip. The locomotive was 
built in England in 1832 by 
Robert Stephenson. It was 
named Stephenson, but was 
commonly known as “John 
Bull.” It was first sent to 
Lowell on a canal barge. 

Other early locomotives on 
the B&L were built at the 
Lowell Machine Shops. One 
was named Patrick, in honor 
of Patrick Jackson, president 
of the B&L. Others were 
Lowell, Boston, Merrimack, 
Concord and Nashua. They 


were all wood-burning steam 
engines. The early _lo- 
comotives had no cabs, and 
the engineers had to stand in 
the open. 

Even before the ‘first train 
ran, another railroad had been 
granted a charter. The 
Wilmington & Andover Rail- 
road connected to the B&L at 
Wilmington, running its trains 
over the B&L tracks to reach 
Boston. Sheldon hauled the 
iron for eight miles of the 
W&A. Eventually, that railroad 
was renamed the Boston & 
Maine, taking over the B&L. 
The Wilmington depot of the 
W&A is still standing, having. 
been moved to Church Street 
by Mrs. Dr. France Hiller in 
the 1890s. 

In 1851, locomotive races 
were held on a nine mile: 
stretch from Wilmington to 
Lowell. There were six engines, 
entered, all using a particular: 
kind of wood, drawing a load-of 
70 tons and maintaining the; 
same steam pressure. The 
“Addison Gilmore” of the 
Boston & Albany RR turned: in 
the best time, 11 minutes, °29 
seconds. The “Nathan Hale” 
from the Boston & Worcester 
12 minutes, 56  seconds.., 
“Addison Gilmore of the Pas-; 
sumpsic RR 13 minutes, 26 sec-. 
onds. The “Union” of the 
Fitchburg RR, 14 minutes. The... 
“Neponsett” of the Boston, &. 
Providence RR 14 minutes, .35 
seconds. And the “Essex” : of 
the Boston & Lowell, 14 min-. 
utes 48 seconds.

While I do several serious 
columns, this one is focused 
for the most part on laughter 
and humor. Alison Beard com- 
mented in the Harvard Busi- 
ness Review that “laughter re- 
lieves stress and boredom, 
boosts engagement and well- 
being and spurs not only cre- 
ativity and collaboration, but 
also analytic precision and 
productivity.” 

Wow, this is quite a state- 
ment, which the writer makes 
but also profound and reflects 
on folks of all ages including 


all people as too often what 
we hear about are problems, 
accidents, disasters and other 
negative behavior. While I un- 
derstand the nature of news is 
focused on events that occur, I 
truly enjoy the newscasts that 
frequently use a feature to 
highlight a. bright positive 
event to celebrate a win or an 
accomplishment by a person 
or group. 

I find something or some- 
one, who makes people laugh, 
can make the day just that 
much brighter but Beard re- 
ports that after the age of 23, 
Americans laugh less than 
when they were younger “with 
their self-perception turning 
towards seriousness.” 

In the same piece Lyon and 
Jorgenson offer some sugges- 
tions to improve “humor IQ”

as they call it including in our 
schools. Their suggestions in- 
clude laughing at yourself, 
which signals self-confidence, 
humanizes a leader, balances 
positional authority and cre- 
ates connections with others; 
be authentic, using humor that 
works for you; being clever is 
often enough commenting if 
you can’t be ha ha funny, at 
least be a ha.” 

Both Lyon and Jorgenson ad- 
vise that on this issue, avoid 
aggressive humor including 
roasts, teasing, sarcasm, moc- 
king and similar negative ap- 
proaches. The authors of this 
article “agreed that the most 
successful school or other lea- 
ders have an evolved sense of 
humor whether by default or 

' practiced design and that hu- 
mor is an inextricable trait of 
a health culture in your work.” 

In my early educational 
years teaching middle school 
(junior high in those days) I 
found humor was an incredi- 
ble survival skill working with 
some outstanding teacher- 
scholars and some amazing 
students in accelerated, or AP 
courses plus other classes with 
the mainstream students. 

Many of my readers will 
more than likely remember 
the name Frank Fontaine, Jac- 
kie Gleason’s colleague, whose 
children I had in classes. They 
were full of Frank’s genes and 
made me laugh more than I 
deserved and maybe should 
have in their classes. 

In appearance, words and 
actions, Frank’s sons were a 
carbon copy of their dad and 
honestly a delight to have in 


the classroom, as I tried my 
best to teach scientific com- 
ponents of the curriculum 
with them looking at me like 
I was teaching in a foreign 
language, which maybe I was 
for them. I have to admit they 
broke me up on many occa- 
sions, as well as the other stu- 
dents but when the laugh was 
over we moved on. 

One morning, one of Frank’s 
son’s remained in the room 
as others had left and com- 
mented, “Mr. Andrews, I do 
not have a clue about that 
chemical equation you had 
on the blackboard and you 
have a quiz tomorrow.” 

I suggested he return that 
afternoon for me to review it 
and he said that he and his 
dad were flying that night to 
go to New York to have din-

Features of the woods in- 
clude remnants of old carriage 
roads, laurels, marshlands, a 
rich white pine grove, all 
ringed around Foster’s Pond. 
There are boardwalks which 
make access over some water 
features possible. According to 
the AVIS website, the area has 


a long history of use. 

For example, according to 
online local history sources, 
artifacts indicate Native Am- 
erican encampments were 
near the pond during the “late 
archaic and early woodlands 
period.” Andover historical 
records show some of the orig-

inal Andover settlers from the 
late 1600s populated the site 
and that grist mills, used for 
grinding hops, used the Shaw- 
sheen River for power and 
were in operation in the 1700s. 

The area around Wilmington 
and into this area of Andover 
was known for hops produc- 
tion. The Foster Park Associa- 


tion website states that rem- 


nants of old kilns for drying 
hops can still be found. By the 
1800s, vacation cottages sprung 
up around the pond, but by the 
1940s they had been aban- 
doned. 

Pure preservation and recre- 
ational use of the land was 
realized once it was donated 
in the 1970s by Bessie Gold- 
smith, a staunch conserva- 
tionist who lived in a cottage 
on a ridge in the forest. There 
are cellar holes and hinges on 
trees from the rental cottages 
still visible as you walk. A 
vast range of flora are found 
in the woodlands, and Bessie 
Goldsmith is reported to have 
planted many herself.

ind native plants

woud dot the property creat- 
ing a lush forest canopy. 

Walking the area in the snow 
provides a varied set of eleva- 
tions. Hills, valley and ridges 
lend great texture to the paths. 


The woods are popular with 
dog walkers. Trails are well 
marked and traverse the prop- 
erty. There are several access 
points to the pond and canoes 
and kayaks are welcomed. 
According to the Foster- 
Pond.org, “a trail extends to 
the very tip of Bessie's Point. 
Just across a narrow channel 
there's another peninsula that 
can be reached from Azalea 
Drive. Between the tips of the 
two pees Hes ne granite 


poston can roa the old 
slab” — this seems like a fun 
thing to investigate once the 
ice melts. 

Historical information about 
Foster’s Pond indicates that 
ice was harvested from the 


pond in the 1830s for use in the 
area. The pond itself, includ- 
ing the Goldsmith acreage, is 
surrounded by 250 acres of 
public access conservation 
land, including Wilmington 
Town Forest. Picnic tables 
and benches are _ found 
throughout the property, and 
the area is completely open 
for public use and enjoyment, 
including a swimming dock in 
the summer.

He wants to consider what 
senior housing really looks like 
for Wilmington and how we can 
accommodate our growing sen- 
ior population. 

Another place of focus for Fa- 
sulo is on environmental issues 
in town through open space. 

“We’ve been willing to forego 
open space in favor of building 
— there should be more em- 
phasis from the town in pre- 
serving natural resources,” he 
said. 

This could look like taking 
care of and maintaining the 
use of wetlands, forest, parks, 
and other undeveloped recre- 
ational areas. He also shares 
concern for the Olin Super- 
fund Site where dangerous 
chemicals have been leaking 
out of the containment areas 
for 20 years. 

This potential development 
site being considered for build- 
ing a warehouse is dangerous 
for the town, Fasulo maintains. 
The Olin site, where the Wil- 
mington Environmental Res- 
toration Committee concluded 
in 2016 that the EPA had not 
accurately measured the ef- 
fects that NDMA had on the 
soil, surface water, sediments, 


and groundwater. 

“The town’s position prior to 
September was that there was 
going to be no development on 
that site until a plan [for 
cleanup] was made,” said Fa- 
sulo. “Olin (and others) have 
not only damaged this proper- 
ty but have cost the town un- 
told millions in lost revenue.” 

With the chemicals still 
spreading, he’s confident that 
the first step for the site has to 
be to make it safe for building. 

Whether he’s standing for 
one year of no rise in property 
taxes or for smart develop- 
ment, this candidate wants to 
stand side by side with people 
in town to protect the quality 
of life here in Wilmington. 

He wrote in his statement, 
“When neighborhoods have 
been threatened with drastic 
quality of life changes I have a 
record of siding with the citi- 
zens and I will not change that 
position.” 

Fasulo values the reasons 
that people want to live in this 
community and wants to fight 
for these reasons on the citi- 
zens’ behalf.

“T am a short sprinter, not 
really a long sprinter, but I 
have been told that I might 
have a 400 in me,” Connolly 
said. “So, when one of the 
400 guys was not able to 
participate, I was able to 
step in. It definitely worked 
in our favor, and it was very 
exciting to be part of.” 

Stonehill assistant coach 
Dan Schwartz, who works 
with the Skyhawks sprint- 
ers, may not have expected 
a record when he teamed 
Connolly with teammates 
Stephen Vercollone, 
Nickolas McNamee and All- 
American Lucas Taxter, but 
he certainly knew the team 
was in good hands. 

“After our conference 
championships, we decided 
to go with Joe as our 400 
meter leg in the relay. 
We’ve always known that 
Joe had a good deal of 
strength to be able to make 
the jump up to 400 meters. 
This year we put a bit more 
emphasis on his mental 
preparation for that event, 
should the opportunity 
arise,” Schwartz said. 

Connolly had _ already 
proven himself capable of 
competing at the longer dis- 
tance. At the Northeast-10 
Conference Championships, 
he had stepped in to run the 
4x400 meter relay at the end 
of the meet. He had already 
won the 60-meter dash and 
scored well in the 200 
meters earlier that day,

That confidence paid off 
as the relay team followed 
up that record setting per- 
formance with a 12th place 
finish in a time of 10:11.39 at 
the NCAA Division II 
Indoor Track & Field 
Championships, hosted by 
Pittsburg State University, 
in Pittsburg, Kansas on 
Saturday. 

While his performance in 
the record setting relay 
made school history, 
Connolly had been making 
history all season long with 
his performance in the 60- 
meter dash, culminating in 
a first place finish in a per- 
sonal best time of 6.91 sec- 
onds at the  NE-10 
Championships the week 
prior to the Last Chance 
Meet. 

With that win, Connolly 
captured his first NE10 title 
and finishing just 0.03 shy of 
the NCAA Division II provi- 
sional qualifying standard 
and 0.09 shy of the program 
record. 

His efforts in the 60-meter 
dash earned Connolly a spot 
on the United States Track 
& Field and Cross Country 
Coaches Association (UST- 
FCCCA) East Region team. 

Connolly also earned All- 
East Region honors for his 
efforts in the distance med-

ley relay, and has now 
earned All-Region honors 
three times, but the 60- 
meter dash was his first 
individual selection. 

“In regards to his All- 
Region performance, Joe 
earned that honor by com- 
peting up to the competi- 
tion.
